prisoners in throwing a lighted match 
in one of the containers.

Ja il 
attendants im m ediately opened 
two exits, allowing a number of the 
prisoners in the bathroom to escape, 
although seriously burned. 
Surrounding the bath quarters are 
rows of cells, m ostly filled with pris­ 
oners. 
The cells adjacent to the bath 
wrere caught in the flames and it wras 
in these that most of the fatalities oc­ 
curred . Volunteer rescuers aided in 
dragging out the victims, many uncon­ 
scious and badly burned. 
The fire de­ 
partment quartered in the same build­ 
ing extinguished the blaze before it 
had spread to other parts of the jail.

British efforts to prevent soya beans 


from getting into the 
hands of the 
Germans, and the discussion in the 
British parliament of the many uses 
to w hich these beans can be put in 
connection w’ith the war, 
have at­ 
tracted the world’s attention to this 
! city, the greatest soya bean market 
in the w’odld. 
Before the interruption of the bean 
(trade by the war the value of soya 
I beans exported from China was vari- 
! ously estimated from 25 millions to 
I 40 million dollars gold annually. 
Manchuria is the 
home 
of soya 
beans and nearly 75 per cent of the 
beans produced 
on 
the 
plains of 
Northern China 
are 
shipped on the 
railroads 
centering 
in 
Changchin. 
The railroad north from here to H ar­ 
bin is under Russian control and the 
beans going that direction are trans 
ferred at Harbin and sent to Vladi 
vostok for 
exportation 
in 
norma 
times. 
The 
railroad 
south 
from 
Changchin is under Japanese contro 
and beans going 
out 
that direction 
pass through Mukden and 
south to 
the port of Dairen. 
Few products of the soil have such 
varied uses as soya beans. 
In the 
hands of Germans, who have devel­ 
oped its possibilities 
to 
the fullest 
extent, the soya bean would provide 
sustaining rations for 
soldiers, food 
for cattle and of great value also for 
use in the manufacture of dynamite 
and high explosives. 
W ithin ten years there have been 
marvelous 
discoveries 
concerning 


I the uses for soya beans. 
When the 
Japanese overran the plains of Man 


j churia in their contest 
with Russia, 
they first saw the possibilities of the 
beans so universally produced by the 
Manchurians. 
Experiments 
on 
the 
extraction of vegetable oil from the 
beans were made and and practically 
all the nations of Europe 
began an 
investigation of this marvelous pro­ 
duct, which had form erly been used 
by foreigners chief.’’ lr. the manufac­ 
ture of sauce. 
Warehouses have sprung up on the 
wharves at Vladivostok 
and Dairen 
which handle little 
else 
but beans 
and the great 
jute 
bags containing 
the legumes pour into the two ports 
by the train load, and suggest Port­ 
land, Ore, at the season when Ore­ 
gon and 
Washington 
wheat drains 
down the Columbia river valley for 
exportation. 
Great 
storage 
warehouses 
have 
also been erected in this city by the 
firms 
representing 
European coun­ 
tries, as well as Japan, but the Ger­ 
mans 
became 
pre-eminent 
in 
the 
trade and led all 
other 
nations in 
their development of the possibilities 
of the bean. 
The soya bean yields a heavy per­ 
centage of vegetable 
oil 
of 
a sort 
w’ell adapted to scores of uses. This 
is available for 
food 
products. 
It 
makes a substitute for lard and for 
olive oil and is used in oleomargar­ 
ine and various other butter substi­ 
tutes. It enters into the manufacture 
of varnishes and paints and is used 
in imitating rubber. Chinese farmers 
use the residue of the bean, after ex­ 
tracting the oil. for fertilizer, and it 
is now’ coming into use in many oth­ 
er sections 
for 
the 
same purpose. 
Bean cake is now sought in the d a ir y 
countries of Europe for cattle food, 
especially in Denmark. A large fac­ 
tory has been constructed in Copen­ 
hagen to treat soya beans. 
Soya beans produced in Manchu­ 
ria are of three classes, the yellow, 
the green and the black bean. 
The 
vellow bean is most used in export 
trade. It has a pod which 
varies in 
length from one and one-half to tw’o 
j inches and is produced 
on 
a stem 
w’hich grow’s upright to a height of 
about three feet in good soil. 
The 
beans section of Manchuria 
resem­ 
bles Canadian wheat d istric t. 
Fre­ 
quently along the 
Manchurian rail­ 
ways there are 
districts 
where the 
only crops on the rolling prairies for 
a hundred miles is beans. They are 
intensively cultivated 
by 
the Chin­ 
ese, w*ho have small tracts of land

The candidates are 
using this method of appealing to the 
voter more than ever before. 
Because of the lack of contest, the 
democratic candidates for the higher 
offices 
have 
not been called on to 
spend large amounts . The progressive 
candidates are spending practically 
nothing. It is the republicans who are 
making the strenuous campaign. 
Republican candidates for United 
States 
senator 
and 
governor, 
and 
there are three each for these two of­ 
fices, are making their great appeal to 
the voters by displaying their photo­ 
graphs, with reading matter 
iii the 
newspapers. 
The increase in the use 
of this sort of advertising has been 
marked . Most of the advertisements 
are two columns wide and ten inches 
or 
twenty 
inches 
long. 
There are 
about 160 regular republican newspa­ 
pers in the state and about forty oth­ 
ers carrying this advertising. 
One in­ 
sertion of the usual twenty-inch ad in 
the 200 papers costs $1,000 at a con­ 
servative estimate. 
Republican can­ 
didates for senator and governor have 
had such advertisements in this string 
of newspapers anywhere from three to 
a dozen times. 
This repetition is ex­ 
plained by the fact that some of the 
men began their active campaign last 
August, while others 
began 
theirs 
later. 
Campaign buttons, stickers, cards, 
posters, street car ads and pennants 
have been distributed with 
a 
lavish 
hand. 
Next to the advertising, 
the 
next 
item of expense probably is for trans­ 
portation and hotel bills of the candi­ 
dates and their managers. The motor 
ear has played a great part in the pri­ 
mary. 
With the use of this means of 
transportation, a candidate is able to 
make several meetings a day. All the 
candidates for seantor and governor 
claim they have visited every county 
in the state at least once, and it is 
understood that one of the senatorial 
candidates is making his third trip to 
every county in the state. 
Postage has been a big item of ex­ 
pense. 
It is estimated that each can­ 
didate has sent out from 100,000 to 
200,000 pieces of mail and most of 
this has gone “first class.” The print­ 
ing of circulars has also cost a lot of 
money. 
Not the .least of the candidates’ ex­ 
penses has been the maintenance of 
headquarters 
consisting 
of 
large 
suites of rooms in down town hotels 
or office buildings 
in 
Indianapolis. 
Some of the candidates 
have 
even 
maintained headquarters, recently, in 
the larger cities of the state, outside 
of the capital . This has meant the 
employment of clerks, stenographers 
and messengers, all of which have cost 
considerable. Telephone and telegraph 
tolls will run into hundreds of dollars. 
Various estimates have been made 
as to the amount the different candi­ 
dates will send. Some are speculating 
that two of the most active candidates 
for governor and two for senator will 
have expended close on to $200,000 at 
the close of primary day. They figure 
that it will cost each one approximate­

Washington, March 7.—Colonel E. 


M. House has reported to President 
Wilson the results 
of 
his observa­ 


tions as special envoy of the govern­ 
ment in European capitals. 
Colonel 
House is a guest at the White House 
and he had several opportunities (lur­ 
ing the day to talk at length with the 
president. 
While little information 
of value 
could be 
obtained 
as 
to 
Colonel 
House’s c onversations with the Presi­ 
dent, it was indicated that they re­ 
lated largely to the condition of pub­ 
lic opinion in the nations visited by 
him. The president was especially in­ 
terested 
in 
inquiring 
of 
Colonel 
House as to the attitude of the pub- 
lie in Germany 
toward 
the United 
States. 
It is understood 
that 
the 
presi­ 
dent's envoy is of the opinion that 
the people of Germany, while divided 
as to the extent to which submarines 
should he used, are in large measure 
insistent upon an 
extension 
of the 
present scope 
of 
submarine activi­ 
ties. The impression which he is said 
to have gained is that the sentiment 
for using the submarines to greater 
advantage is so strong in the Teu­ 
tonic empire that it can not be dis­ 
regarded 
by 
the 
German 
govern­ 
ment. 
The sentiment for submarine war­ 
fare, however, 
does 
not 
involve a 
feeling of enmity toward the United 
States—at least, it is much more ex­ 
tended than the latter. There is ne 
desire for war with the United States, 
according to the impression brought 
back 
by 
Colonel 
House. 
Colonel 
House made a study of 
peace pros­ 
pects during his European journey, al­ 
though this was not the primary pur­ 
pose for which the president asked 
him to undertake his mission. 
The 
impression he is understood to have 
brought back is that the outlook for 
peace is no brighter than it wags a 
year ago. 
In an 
interview 
with newspaper 
correspondents 
Colonel 
House 
dis­ 
played that suave firmness in refus­ 
ing to answer 
questions 
which he 
has been described in the cable dis­ 
patches from Paris and Berlin. 
His 
refusal to discuss any pending diplo­ 
matic questions was absolute. 
When 
it was recalled 
that 
on his return 
from a similar mission last summer 
Colonel House consented to be quot­ 
ed as saying that President Wilson 
would likely be the man to restore 
peace in Europe, he signified that he 
recollected having authorized such a 
quotation. He would not consent to 
having this statement repeated, how­ 
ever, for he declared that he desired 
to refrain from any comment whatev­ 
er on the foreign situation. Colonel 
House said he expected to see sever­ 
al mein bf'rs of the 
cabinet 
in 
the 
course of his visit here. He expects 
to return to New 
York 
this after­ 
noon.

London, March 7.—The new’ town 
hall of Allenstein, in East Prussia, it 
to be sculptured with memorials of 
the visit of the Russians during th* 
early stages of the war.

Berlin, March 7.—For nearly a year 


j and a half the American business men 
land firms in Germany, cut off almost 
I 
entirely from the goods with which 
they do business, have been making 
desperate but comparatively unorgan­ 
ized efforts to stave off the ruin that 
has been staring them in 
the 
face. 
Some have tried to import stocks sur­ 
reptitiously while others have attempt­ 
ed 
by 
curtailment and economy 
to 
weather the storm. But, just as stead­ 
ily has England tightened its block­ 
ade, until today the men w’ho reel ive 
a shipment of anything that is non- 
contrabrand is envied of all his fellow’ 
American business men. 
The situation became immeasurably 
worse last year when the facilities of 
the parcels post no longer were avail­ 
able. 
More than one firm had eked 
out its existence by this means. 
After a year and a half a more or 
less feeble effort at concerted action 
has been made. 
This has consisted 
of wireless appeals to congress and to 
individual congressmen, through the 
“American Association ot Commerce 
and Trade,” praying for some action. 
Tile association first sent to most of 
the big American business firms in 


have been hampered by losing men

Finally, and this 
is most important, is the conference 
between the garden force and the 
housewife as to what vegetables real­ 
ly are worth raising in the back yard. 
It will hardly pay to raise in a small 
space 
potatoes, 
corn, 
cucumbers, 
squashes or melons, which occupy a 
large area in proportion to yield, and 
which can be bought cheaply in near­ 
by markets. 
In general, the aim of the back 
gardener should be to raise those veg­ 
etables which are either expensive or 
in which the flavor or quality de­ 
pends impoitantly on absolute fresh­ 
ness. Peas and string or lima beans, 
to be at their best, should be cooked 
almost Immediately after 
they 
are 
gathered. 
Peas kept even for a day 
lose their delicate bloom and sweet­ 
ness. 
Consequently as much space 
as possible should be devoted to such 
vegetables, and other vegetables in 
which freshness does not count so 
importantly should largely be used 
as fillers to keep the ground at work. 
Effort also should be made in a gar­ 
den to have special vegetables, such 
as okra, of which the family is fond 
and which are difficult to obtain in 
local markets or are commonly high 
priced. 
The housewife probably will 
want a little bed of parsley, chives or 
other hoi bs, not because they are ex­ 
pensive to buy, but because of the 
convenience of being able to pick 
a sprig just when it is needed. 
Interesting the Children. 
The profit from gardening, how*ever, 
comes not alone from the vegetables 
that are produced. 
The healthy out­ 
door recreation and exercise and the 
educational value of a gat den in train­ 
ing children manually, and in incul­ 
cating in them habits of order and in­ 
dustry must not be overlooked. Fath­ 
ers and mot hers will find that he pre­

The list included the largest type­ 
writer company in the world, the larg­ 
est dental supply firm in existence, 
the biggest shoe company, in point of 
sales of American goods, in Germany, 
a large adding machine corporation, a 
well known 
elevator 
manufacturing 
concern, one of the largest manufactur­ 
ers of toilet articles in America and 
other smaller concerns, but no attempt 
was made to determine the possible 
losses of establishments 
dealing 
in 
contrabrand—except as the latter con­ 
stitutes part of the imports of the den­ 
tal supplies in the 
form of 
gutta 
percha and rubber. 
The correspond­ 
ent’s investigation was confined solely 
to things at present help up by the 
blockade which 
could 
not 
directly 
serve war purposes . 
Many millions of dollars w’orth of 
goods either have been held up or, 
though needed, have not been ordered 
because of the impossibility of getting 
them. 
Many more millions of invest­ 
ed capital probably will be lost com­ 
pletely, in the opinion of their invest­ 
ors, if there is not a speedy remedy. 
Women and children’s shoes, it is 
contended, are not contrabrand. Yet 
the American shoe men in Germany 
despair of ever being able to get any 
more because they assume that Eng- 
withholds these articles on the theory 
that, without American 
goods, Ger­ 
many must apply a considerable pro­ 
portion of its leather stock to supply 
its civilian population. 
With Ameri- 
cain shoes for women and children this 
leather could be used for soldiers’ foot­ 
wear. 
Business men in other lines—type­ 
writers, for example—fail to under­ 
stand what advantage the blockade can 
have. 
America, and 
America only, 
they maintain, is being hurt. Germany, 
they say, has an abundance of metal, 
and the exclusion of American type­ 
writers merely gives the German man­ 
ufacturers of this machine an advant­ 
age that they have w’aited for in vain 
since the introduction of the industry 
here. 
A considerable item in the damage 
to Americans caused by the blockade 
without exception the principal firms 
here find themselves with long-term 
leases on their hands. 
Though they 
face the 
necessityof 
“shutting 
up 
shop” within a short time, their rents 
must be continued as long as they have 
the money to pay them. 
All have 


firm, according to its proprietor, does 
on the average a business of half a mil­ 
lion 
dollars a 
year. 
It maintains 
stores in Berlin, Frankfort-on-the-Main, 
and in Hamburg. 
In August, 1914, the firm had an 
order for *60,000 worth of shoes pine 
cd in New* York—an order which nev­ 
er has been delivered. 
When it be­ 
came evident that direct, or indirect 
shipments w*ere impossible it resorted 
to the parcels post. In driblets it has 
received up to 
date 
about 
$5,000 
worth of goods. 
In normal times the 
stores would have imported $200,000 
worth of goods. 
Stock has been so 
exhausted that in one day recently 
one store had to turn away 114 cus­ 
tomers who wanted American shoes 
such as they had bought before and 
could not get elsewhere. 
Expenses 
for 
maintaining 
the 
three 
stores 
amount to about $250 a 
day. 
The 
ow’ner is cutting down his force as 
fast as he can, but at last has arrived 
at the point where a definite and per­ 
haps permanent closing of his estab­ 
lishments is necessary. 
The largest American 
typewriter 
company in Germany has an invest­ 
ment here of about twTo and a half 
million dollars, and 
after 
eighteen 
months of war has “given 
up 
the 
ghost.” 
Its guiding official, after try­ 
ing every possible diplomatic and of­ 
ficial means of relief, has settled dow n 
to the task of 
“unloading” 
as 
ju­ 
diciously as possible. 
The assets of 
this concern are great—but they can­ 
not be turned into cash at the pres­ 
ent time. 
The concern’s representa­ 
tive has been brought to believe at 
last that he will be lucky if he can 
liquidate so as to come out even, that 
is to say, if he can wind up his af­ 
fairs without sacrificing more than 
the capital invested. 
This company was one of the pio­ 
neers in the typewriter industry. 
In 
competition to it, a whole row’ of Ger­ 
man firms sprang up a number of 
years ago, and 
flourished 
because 
they put out cheaper, though inferior, 
machines. 
Gradually 
an 
intense 
trade jealousy 
was 
evolved. 
The 
numerous German concerns in time 
out-stripped, in 
point 
of 
business 
done, the American firm with its three 
subsidiary companies, but the Ameri­ 
can company, nevertheless made gi­ 
gantic strides in Germany and Aus­ 
tria, until its annual 
business 
had 
risen into the millions. 
All that stopped when the w’ar be 
gan. The head of the concern refuses 
to resort to any subterfuge in obtain­ 
ing either machines or supplies—and 
the warehouses of Goteborg are clog­ 
ged with typewriters originally in­ 
tended for Berlin. 
The Berlin office 
has orders for hundreds if not thous­ 
ands of machines which it can not 
fill. 
Germany has always been a Mecca 
for American dentists. 
Thousands o 
Germans go to the “parlors” of Amer 
icans. 
In consequence 
the 
largest 
dental supply house in the world long 


until the end of the war. 
An adding-machine company is an­ 
other one of several American firms 
that had comparatively large stocks 
on hand at the beginning of the w*ar. 
The firm at first was not at all inclin­ 
ed to side in with other American 
business establishments in their com­ 
plaints against the English blockade. 
The business fell off only during the 
first months of the w*ar, and pieke I 
up (luring the first half of 1915. Then 
the pinch began to make itself felt. 
Old machines w’ere returned for re­ 
pairs that could not be made, in spite 
of contracts, because of the lack of 
“parts.” 
Orders for 
new 
machines 
continued to pour in, until existing 
-stocks w’ere exhausted. 
They are 
practically gone now, and the man­ 
ager looks with regretful eye at the 
sixty thousand dollars worth of ma­ 
chines that, at the last accounting, 
were held at Kirkwall, England. 
With varying details, it is the same 
story with half a 
dozen 
American 
finns who sell farming machinery. 
For months it also has been almost 
an impossibility 
to 
buy 
American 
toilet articles in Berlin. 
The wife of 
an American recently spent days and 
considerable taxicab fare in visiting 
every drug store of importance in the 
residential sections of the city in a 
vain search for a few things which 
she and her husband w’anted. 
A big 
American firm dealing in toilet arti­ 
cles has 
for 
years 
maintained 
a 
branch here, but business has gone 
so hopelessly bad that Hie manager, 
even, has left, and the office is mere­ 
ly kept open by subordinates in the 
more or less indefinite hope that af­ 
fairs will better themselves soon. 
American hats formerly had some­ 
what of a vogue here, but they now’ 
are excluded. 
So did radiators, sep­ 
arators, pumps, 
presses, 
elevators, 
and a dozen other things. 
For a long w’hile the Americans who 
deal in all these things have been in­ 
clined to take matters philosophically. 
Most of them have taken the stand­ 
point of Tin important dealer whose 
office does a large business with the 
opponents of Germany—namely that 
too loud a protest is apt 
to 
injure 
trade in the entente countries. Now, 
however, that it has become literally 
a matter of commercial life or death, 
most of them have 
stopped 
being 
silent sacrifices, 
and 
are 
seeking 
ways and means whereby they can 
voice their indignation.
